Thero has been, of Inte, a” hoavy decronso im 
tho amoant of cattle exported from Hougkong 
to Manila. As a matter of fact thore was o 
deorease in 1904, but nothing like the presont 
Hevrease. (Mr. Adam Gibson, the Colonial 
Veterinary Surgeon, ‘intorviowod, admitted the 
docroasa but refused to give figures. .By his 
reports 31,598 cattlo wore exported in 1904 ag- 
agaipat 34,907 in 1903, a decrease of over 3,000 
head. Tho actual decrease in rovenne undor 
this head, at fifty o2znts for esol of the oxttte 
exported, would be $1,654.50). 

As the numb:r of cattle imported to Manila 
from North China and olvawkere is not on tho 
increaso, the only explanation for the decrenso 
here is that the importation of frozen reat into 
Manila is on tho inorease.” Thero has beon somo 
talk about frozen beof boing imported into 
Manila at 24d (five centa gold) per !b., and, 
though this is quite feasible, up to tho present 
tho arrangement applics only to govorament 
contract#, and not to moat for tho markot. This 
is quito ovidont by tho fact that a considernble 
amount of China beef, inferior to Australian 
eof, in still oxported from Hongkong. The 
present live weight velling rate ut the 
Kennedy Town Cattle Depét varices from 
85 to O94 cents; per Ib. These cattle have 
to be taken from the depot to the wharf, 
aud theace to the steamer in a junk. Tho 
freight to Manila is $7}, and tho heasts have to 
be fed en vote.

By one mnst-r-stroke of diplomicy—prohidit- 
ing Japonose troops from encampiug inside tho 
saored walla of Matideu—-Maraual Oyama has 
guined, rays the native notes writer of the 
N.C. Daily News, tho- firm friendship and 
gratitude of all Munchus and Chinese loyal 
subjects of the Throne, and removed the doubts 
of even the most suspicious Manchus, who over 
since tho war began have held apprebeasions, 
that Japan nimed not only at driving out tho 
Russians beyond the Amur river bat also to 
take possession of tho Manchu raco, Tho 
Chineso papers published in the North now 
rep’rt that wien Marsal Oyama first entored 
Mukden he iutended to take up his quarters in 
tho yamen of the Tartar Genoral but “sub- 
sequently rondo his heatquarters in o largo 
private residence, tho house of a Tuotai 
namd Tyo, while the Japaness Provost 
Marahal occupiol the premises in which 

revionaly lived the Russian Governor of 
Mukeen, called by the Chineso “Gir Mi-sach.” 
|. The numorous staff of the Marshal and prin- 
cipol oficora of departments took up quarters 
in tho numerous native inna in the vicinity of the 
Tarlor Genornl’s yamon and tho ancient pa'aces 
of tha provions sovoreigns cf Munchurio. It 
pleased the Chinero to sea that, true to his 
promise, Marshal Oyama hoa scan to it that no 
Japanese offtcor or soldier haa entered to view 
those palaces or the extonsive grounds surround 
ing them without duo authorisation from the 
pro warters Indeed, with the exeuption 
of the officers noted above,.no othor Japuneso 
has entered the cily unl-ss on special business, 
whilo the army, cavalry, attillery, and infuntry~ 
are sll encamped ontside the walls. “All this 
has been expecially grutifying to the Imperial 
Court at Peking ond the whele Manchu race 
throughout the Empire. 

A Northern Chinese newspayer publishes a 
letter received from. a, Mukd+u correspondent. 
in which it ia stated that on the 19th jiusiant 
Marshal Oyama suddenly gave orders to close 
the city gates of Mukdon’ end, sending his 
bodyguards to various yaméns ond res'dences, 
arrested thirtoon Chinese officials all of whom 
were confined in the honse of au official uamed 
Fu Méing-chén. The suspects are given two 
meals o day, provided by the district mazi- 
strates of Chéngt® and Axingjén, the two 
haien. or districts, into which Mukden is divided. 
The following is the jist of the princips] officia’s 
srrested :~ T's, Mukdeu Board of War Secre- 
tary; Chung and Mz, expectant profects ; Lion, 
Chiof of the-Tribunal of Justice ; Wan, Colonel 
Commanding middle Division Military Patrol 
Corps; Li, Commanding South Division Patrol 
Corps ; Yong, head of the Mukdon University, 
aud |is son; Chang, Superunmerary momber 
of the Mukden ‘Military Secretstiat, and two 
chihsiens Ku snd.Li. The remaining two pro 
a military orderly of he Tartar General ond a 
nan who receives the cards of callers, on, tho 
‘Curtar Goueral. Thare is veneral «pprehonsion 
amouiting too pavic amongst the Chinese in 
Mukden on account of these summary arrests, 
the reason for which bas not beon given ont. 


WINDMILLS IN CHINA. 
Dun's Review says :-—In China the mission- 
aries have done good work in familiarizing the 
natives with the value of Amorican windmill, 
qnite o number haying been introduced by, 
them in vacious parts of the country. Suc! 
object lessons are essential to convincing the 
Chinese of the merits of novel devices. There 
ix also a curious superstition to tho offect that 
any atruo'uré more thay one story high will 
interfere with the resp'ration of the dragon, 
whose voins run just b-low the surface of the 
earth, This and native projudico wil] have to 
be carefwly oy-reome in oreb district separately, | 
suocess_in one province by no means facilitating 
the task in another, owing to the imperfect 
weane of communication and Jak of travel on 
the part of the. natives, In the popalous 
wrovince of Canton one windmill haa os yet 
Toon introdne-d, but after tho first success it is 
likely that many will bo sold there. ‘In Amo; 
the missionaries baye installed a small windmill, 
which bas run without interference for sevoral 
yeors. Jn Fuchau severel are in uso, and the 


- | American consul at that city states that great 


numbers can probably be sold in that district 
eventually, it will be necessary first to inetall 
a complete outfit, whore it can be stown in 
operation to intending buyers, and great skill 
will be necessary to overcome the netive inertia, 
superstition end distrust, At prosont three or 
four mon and women frequently work all day 
supplying sufficiont water to irrigate s field 200 
or BNA foet square, while hundreds of thousands 
of lobourers are employed as water coolies, carry- 
ing wator in pails Tune on poles from more or 
less distant wells to where it may be required. 
This last element in the situation may be another 
obstecle, as an American pump manufacturer 
who tried to introduce pumping machinery in 
the Fachau district was opposed by some of the 
officials on the ground that his machines would 
throw too many coolies ont of work. In 
Hankou (Hanchow) windmils aré used to 
limiled oxtent. Hors aluo the opportunities for a 
largo trade ultimat-ly sre good. In Manchuria 
a few Amorican windmills are in uso, andin the 
valley of the Lino, now so famous owing to the 
war, windmills might b> lirgely used by the’ 
former for grinding grain. In Nankin are 
foun same of the oldest windmills in the world, 
equipped with hugo rails like those of » Chinese 
juok, that rovolve horizontally in-tead cf in the 
usual manner.» Some of these, notwithstanding 
thoir ornde dosipns, are pretty effective, raixing 
wator succersfully from wells 2,000 feet deep.
